From all accounts it seems that 
J, W. Emory was the first man 
to teach In the church building. 
That session was In 1860 just 
before the outbreak of the Civil 
War. 


When the Civil War broke out 
Prof. Emory refused to espous' 
the cause of the Confederacy and 
the feeling against him as a non- 
seccessionist grew so hot that he 
had to leave Comanche. 


Prof. Timmons was succeeded 
as head of the Comanche College 
by Prof. P. M. Barnes, who came 
here m 1881 from Kentucky. He 
is said to have been a well edu­ 
cated and polished man. but his 
ideas were a little too far a d -;

the Campbells of Comanche.

Tremble, a Methodist minister, 
who taught the school most of 
the remainder of the time dur­ 
ing the Civil War. 


Prof. Rogers was one of the 
most popular teaohers ever to 
teach in Comanche and he was 
head of the school system for 20 
years until his death in 1902 with 
the exception of four years when 
due to politics he was not re­ 
elected.
